The rutolic Sciiools. 

We tiave not Iho means of knowing 
what degrcjoof 'olubliuity' Uio Inspector 
of Publio ycbools propoaiia iinpmrtiag to 
the existing law, during tho presont 
BesaioD-, but wo muy auy that 'elaBLicity' 
IB not alono nectsssnry Lu ordor to tlio 
elFaolaal working ot ibo systftm. luus- 
much as a now is not to be expect- 
fid from Iho presout Logialature, it is, 
perhaps, as-Well Ibut its actioa ahoald bo 
confiaed to impotling greater 'olaalieiiy' 
to the old one, wilb tho hope 
tbat it can be kept ia moUoti 
ODtila now dispoaa&lioa shall have im- 
parted greater ' elaBtioity ' to our poli- 
tioal ayetaai. Wo iruat tho question of 
EdDcation, oomiog up, ai it will, near 
ths olosa of an oventful session, wiil not 
be Blurred ovor as it it wero a matter 
_ of seottadary imporlaooo, bat that ii 
will receive attualloa ia some degroo 
commenaDrate with ita importauce. 
There are few quBBtlona that aro of 
greater pablio ooooeroment, or that 
bava a stronger olaim apon the atteatioD 
of the Legielatare than tiiat of edooatioo. 
Whether or not Ibe pablio are ooucera> 
ed about it is another qaestioa. Were 
wa to measaro the imporianoa of tbe 
Bubjeot by ibo degree of interest it ap- 
pears 10 evoke in tbia oommuaity, it is 
to be feared that it wo aid hare little 
claim to tho prominouco which we wish 
togivo it. Tho apathy exhibited by the 
priocipal communiLy in the Colony apon 
this sabject constiiatoa the most discoar 
aging cironmslaQOo with which the 
friends of popular oducatioa have to 
oonteod. Bub wo wish to point out Iho 
danger of improper use boiog mado of 
this oiroum.stanco by wollmoaoing per- 
sons, Dooa Lbis indifTerenoo to tho sub- 
jeot, on tho part of tbe people of Victoria 
really oonstituto a legilimato argument 
against Legislative and Executive action? 
It occurs to us that the reverso may be 
tha case. If it be true that knowledge 
is power, if a liberal education for tl>i> 
niassas oonstitutca tbo only safe basis of 
liberal institutions, tho only true loan» 
datioo of national greatiioSH, a morbid 
indifference to edaoaiional uoatlora on 
tbe part ot tbe people increases rather 
thou dimiuishoa tbo uecoasity for Icgisla^ 
tive Bolioitudo and executive action. 
Instead, therefore, of referring to tho 
■tolid indifference of tbo people as an 
ezoase for leaving the edaoatiunal imer- 
eBtH of the country in tbe wretched 
condition in whioh Ihey now are, that 
diseased state of tho public noind ought 
to bo regarded as an alarming ajraptom 
damaading prompt and thorough treat- 
ment. We woald not, io view ot all 
the oircBmstanoes, adrooate an attempt 
at framiog a new edacutiooal syatom 
during the preeeut suasion ; but wo 
would iDost earnestly urgo that, in 
dealing with i he old law, tho 'elasticity' 
imparted to it may be of a aafflciently 
tboroagb and radical obaraoter to 
enable the pablio Eohoo's to be ro-op ^u 
cd and efficlonily worked until su'ih 
time as new and more perfect iiiaoliinury 
can bo brought into working order 
The sum ot fitleca thousand dollars lm« 
boon Bst apart for eduoational parposes 
this year, That sum woald not bu 
adeqaate to defray the entire ex- 
pense ot maintaiuing the public achools; 
and yet, in tho hands of the Inspector 
armed with Buffioient diaoretionary 
power to apply it towards edttoa.ing the 
groalefit possible numhor, having due re- 
gard to bca! uQort, that sum wauld go 
tar towards naeeiing present need. "We 
trnat, therefore, that all cramping and 
nnworkablo icslrictions may bo elimio- 
atod from tho pruaent Bil , ho ttuil tho 
greatest poisible amount ol good may 
be attained daring tbe preseat year with 
the amonnt of mouey available for edu- 
oational purpOBbs. And, wo would 
■desire to improaa upon tho G (vunmr^ut 
tho necessity for prompiiiuiiu iu Lir.a 
matter. Wo aro now well into the 
second moiitii, and ihu public Hohoob 
in tbe tnoat important com 
munity are elill closed, the ohlldren ot 
the poorer classes for tho moat part 
rnoning about the Htroeta in idienaBs 
and oonsoquont iniHchiof.
